Sq. and City Sq.) that have not seen 
train well over year. And besides 
using map with extinct stops, Dibsick 
also placed Harvard Square the 
vicinity Union Square Somerville. 
Even though does label the stops, there 
are dots, Kaplan’s shirts, which 
adds the confusion about where the 
transit lines cross.

Last week reviewed the Concord 
Restaurant, home-style establishment 
trying find home north Harvard 
Square. few blocks closer the Square 
another restaurant hoping summon 
clientele. The Peacock Restaurant’s 
owners, who are also involved the 
ownership Ferdinand’s, the Blue Parrot 
and the Ha’Penny Mt. Auburn Street 
Harvard Square, have their work cut 
out for them. The Peacock inhabits 
unassuming space the basement 
apartment complex formerly occupied 
Cantina, most curious restaurant 
that offered simply prepared meals 
neighborhood largely comprising older 
residents and professors. Having spruced 
the interior and decided more 
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daring range dishes, the new owners 
must now find following with wider 
tastes and well they may. 

The plain setting has been transformed 
into atmosphere reminiscent the 
inside doll’s house but well- 
appointed one. The white and yellow 
walls are punctuated with drawings 
peacocks, and newly painted 
latticework separates the two small 
dining rooms. Simple cane chairs and 
yellow table cloths, handsome flatware 
and classical music give this place 
oddly civilized air. 

first glance, the hand-written menu 
strikes one French, but the young chef 
quick point out that its ambitions are 
diverse; and, indeed, inspection, there 
Chinese Style Beef with Broccoli 


($3.50) nestled amidst the quiche, pate, 


and onion soup. The dinner entrees are 
this point limited sirloin steak, roast 
chicken prepared three ways, filet sole 
prepared two, special and the 
aforementioned Chinese affair. 

The meal, lunch dinner, begins with 
some excellent homemade cornbread and 
biscuits served with butter and honey. 
The cornbread too sweet 
authentically Southern, but these wedges 
are nonetheless excellent. The French 
onion soup (40 and cents) good 


edition light the gruyere, but 
soup with onion” was rather 
poor cousin vichyssoise. The gruyere 
makes much more noticeable 
appearance the superior quiche 
Lorraine (75 cents dinner appetizer, 
$1.75 with salad lunch entree). The 
pate Maison ($1 dinner appetizer, 


lunch entree) was far closer 


excellent chopped liver than French 
pate. 
For dinner, the sole meuniere 
($3.25), quickly sauteed butter with 
lemon, was good although unremarkable, 
and half-chicken Diable was 
superbly roasted, but the mustard and 
herb basting was not liberal enough. 
For lunch, mushroom omelette with 
salad ($2.50) was cooked the way 
outside, still bit runny the inside 
and were more than the expected 
number fresh-sauteed mushrooms. The 
big surprise was the Texas-style chili con 
carne ($1.75), elegant rendition chili 
one doesn’t find often enough these 


‘parts. Mostly beef brisket with only few 


pinto beans and seasoned mainly chili 
powder, the mixture had been patiently 
cooked until the beef lost its original 
character and acquired wonderfully dry, 
dusty flavor.

Furry’s blues 


review (Jan. 11), “Furry Slings the 
Blues,” was that the reviewer, though 
seemingly knowledgeable blues 
enthusiast, was devoid any real 
feeling. After weighing this response, 
decided his dedication the purity 
the blues strong that misses the 
point the blues, the expense the 
blues community and most all 
Furry Lewis. Guralnick dwells the 
fact that 83-year-old man’s “ostinato 
patterns” aren’t solid they once 
were. this must agree. Furry not 
the musician was years ago, but 
certainly the bluesman always was. 

When Furry plays and sings for you, 
relating you what the blues are, 
not only what sounds like. misses 
note here there, forgets lyric, 
that’s superfluous within the totality 
what relating. Blues are vehicle 
for expressing feelings that are hard 
verbalize. One well-placed note from. 
Furry Lewis can say more than whole 
night other musicians showing off 
sterile virtuosity. all Guralnick hears 
the blues technique, then might 
well just listen “switched-on- 
cut-out albums. 

This reviewer, who seems ready put 
Furry out pasture, didn’t even stay for 
Furry’s second set. that time Furry 
played more confidently his new 
audience (one can only faintly see) 
and proceeded put blue spell over 
the entire room. Apparently Guralnick 
had decided had seen enough 
Furry’s first 45-minute set write off 
the career 83-year-old blues 
patriarch. 

Sideshow spiel? You bet your ass. 
Furry Lewis whether telling 
jokes, giving toasts, playing guitar 
with his elbow entertains and 
possesses the ultimate talent: not 
take himself too seriously. this what 
updated “coon show,” then had 
better add Richard Pryor, Redd Foxx 
and Jimi Hendrix the list. 


The audience that braved the storm 
come the Zircon that night was 
hungry for something. Many were well 
acquainted with Furry’s music; maybe 
just many were not. After all, it’s 
common knowledge that the blues had 
Europe, and come back white 
and British before was accepted 
masses this country. And still, very 
little has really been done educate the 
people the roots this music. call 
condescendingly the audience “liberals 
who end applauding 
really misconstrue the motivations 
crowd who happened more open 
what Furry was singing and saying 
than Guralnick was. 

Furry Lewis’s playing, singing, and 
sideshow are alive and still vital. All the 
licks aren’t there anymore, but you 
can feel, believe enjoy him. And 
you have insight, you will 
see glimpses Bessie, Blind Lemon, 
Handy, and countless others who 
helped found all our musical heritage.

American culture. Particularly the 
points you make about Johnston’s 
description the Ojibwas’ world view 
are good ones, and difficult state 
such limited space. But you have some 
problems with the literal (rather than 
mythical and idealized) history the 
area where Maximilian traveled. The 
most disturbing, yet understandable, 


concerns the fate the Mandan people. 


The epidemic, which reached the 
Mandan and Hidatsa villages what 
now North Dakota, was not cholera, but 
smallpox, brought ashore someone 
traveling American Fur Company 
riverboat 1837. Both Maximilian and 
George Catlin, the American painter 
and ethnologist who had visited the 
Mandans the summer before 
Maximilian, received reports from 
traders the area that the Mandan had 
been “wiped out” the disease, and 
recorded that fact their fact 
about 150 people survived, did many 
hundred more the Hidatsa. They later 
joined with the Arikara people, and 
today are known the government 
the Three Affiliate Tribes western 
North Dakota. this case, many 
others, the death Native American 
culture has been greatly exaggerated. 
the “inexorable Maximilian 
and others found the peoples the 
Upper Missouri watershed in, circa 
1830, few words concerning the

LoCicero and Reppucci 

The most recent embarrassing inci- 
dent the LaRaia administration was 
the arrest the FBI, two days before 
Christmas, Public Works Commis- 
sioner Vincent LoCicero, and assistant di- 
rector the Retired Senior Citizens’ Pro- 
gram Herbert Reppucci. The two were 
picked for the alleged extortion 
$7000 from the Rocheford Construction 
Company Natick, which was the low 
bidder expansion contract the 
Merrymount school, public elementary 
school. 

Their arrest caught many surprise.

Rebecca Jones sat across 
the table from her companion 
Commonwealth Avenue bar 
July afternoon 1975, she had 
idea who he, Edward Mc- 
Nelly, really was. McNelly had 
phoned her that morning and 
claimed that mutual male 
friend had given him her num- 
ber. She couldn’t recall the name 
offered, she told her caller, 
adding that she would meet him 
face-to-face public place. 
After they’d talked for while 
the bar, Jones informed the man 
that for $50 she would she 
later phrased Roxbury Dis- 
trict Court “perform straight 
intercourse and oral intercourse 
for him.” that point Mc- 
Nelly, Boston detective as- 
signed the Vice Squad, 
showed his badge and arrested 
Rebecca Jones. 


The complaint, dated July 18, 
1975, and identical with all 
others brought against alleged 
prostitutes Massachusetts, 
says that Rebecca Jones, 
female, was prostitute offering 
her body indiscriminate in- 
tercourse with men for hire 
She was later found guilty 
the crime prostitution. 


With her attorney, Sarah 
Raney, Jones has since tried 
appeal her conviction. But the 
issues Raney sought raise 
her motions proved too compre- 
hensive for the lower courts 
deal with. Any favorable deci- 
sion them would have affect- 
not only Rebecca Jones, but 
all women arrested Mass- 
achusetts for prostitution. 


Raney’s motions claimed that 
the Massachusetts prostitution 
laws are badly drawn they 
cannot legally enforced. She 
also charged that the state prac- 
tices 
prosecuting only women. The 
laws, her motions said, are ac- 
tually designed punish 
females and not their custom- 
ers (nor, for that matter, male 
prostitutes). The Brockton Dis- 
trict Court ruling July 1975 
the case Frederick Doane, 
admitted male prostitute 
had flatly determined: 
offense being prostitute can- 
not committed man.” 
That decision, stemming from 
1846 ruling against woman 
charged with 
flected long history dis- 
crimination against women, 
Raney argued.

Rebecca Jones’s appeal was fi- 
nally heard last Monday mor- 
ning during what proved 
most unusual day for the Su- 
preme Judicial Court. For one 
thing, the seven justices were 
asked wipe out the Common- 
wealth’s prostitution laws 
their entirety. And for the first 
time 285 years, woman sat 
that morning the state’s high- 
est tribunal: Justice Ruth 
Abrams had been sworn 
breakfast reception just before 
court opened.

preparing arguments for the high 
court and two other women con- 
victed prostitution had joined 
Jones’s appeal. With support 
from the year-old Women’s Pro- 
ject CLUM (the Civil Liber- 
ties Union Massachusetts), 
the lawyers compiled 93-page 
brief consolidating the three 
women’s appeals. includes 
history prostitution mores 
dating back biblical days, in- 
tended show that common law 
has never ruled against the cus- 
tom.

three specific arguments offered 
last week addressed total 
abolition the state’s prostitu- 
tion statutes the lawyers held 
that such laws are unconstitu- 
tional because “‘our courts have 
recognized that private, consen- 
sual sexual conduct hetween 
adults legal, whether the con- 
duct extramarital, for ‘hire,’ 
for other reasons.” In-line with 
this, attorney Joan Schmidt 
(who represented Jones’s two co- 
appellants) told the justices that 
changes community stand- 
ards alone require re-examina- 
tion the prostitution laws. 
“Not all the community finds 
the custom offensive,” said 
Schmidt. “It certainly remains 
viable institution Boston.” 

Though less comprehensive, 
the second argument dealing 
with prostitutes’ rights under the 
state Equal Rights Amendment 
was both timely and in- 
triguing. Attorney Kathleen 
Allen maintained, “The ERA 
elevates sex discrimination 
the level any other form dis- 
crimination” (such racial 
religious bias) deemed un- 
constitutional. Citing case that 
tested whether fathers 
could held liable for beget- 
ting children out wedlock,” 
Allen said the courts had found 
the laws discriminated against 
males that instance. She 
urged, therefore, that the court 
revise laws which discriminate 
against only “females offering 
their body for hire.” 

Chief Justice Edward Hen- 
nessey, apparently agreeing with 
Allen’s position that under the 
ERA the court must take fresh 
look the statutes question, 
later referred court the laws 
“an embarrassment the 
Commonwealth.” Though the 
observers who filled the court, 
including feminist attorneys and 
representatives PUMA (the 
Prostitutes’ Union Mass- 
achusetts), hoped that Justice 
Abrams would make comment 
raise question indicating her 
views the issue, only one other 
justice, Benjamin Kaplan, had 
any dialogue with the lawyers. 
the corridor, people familiar with 
Abrams’s background were say- 
ing she personally supported 
women’s rights and the ERA. 
But they also noted that 
Abrams, who was prosecutor 
for some time, might take

the most technical and nar- 
row the three arguments, 
Shubow stressed that the least 
the court must rewrite the 
laws.

Even the SJC rules narrow- 
the appeal declaring 
that the law must separate soli- 
citation from acts prostitu- 
tion, observers speculate the ef- 
fect would significant. “To 
say the remarked one at- 
torney who has followed the case, 
“the detectives who have been 
busting the women after ensnar- 
ing them into hotel reoms would 
have further than shed- 
ding their civvies and producing 
police badge order haul 
woman into court for prostitu- 
tion.” 

And the SJC deals with the 
sexist aspects the laws thus 
requiring the police deal even- 
handedly with the partners 
any women they pick for pros- 
titution educated are 
that prostitution arrests would 
diminish severely. The appeals 
brief cites pertinent study: for 
brief period few years ago, po- 
lice mailed letters the homes 
men whose cars they often 
spotted the Combat Zone, 
warning them about solicitation 
under the law but the prac- 
tice was discontinued immedi- 
ately when recipients com- 
plained headquarters that 
“the letters created problems 
the guys’ homes.” 

The Commonwealth’s rebuttal 
was presented Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Andrew Hier. 
suggested that the legislat- 
ure’s responsibility, rather than 
that the courts, deal with 
the prostitution issue. The 
Supreme Court’s position, 
said, that “the state has the 
right legislate questions 
prostitution.” The purpose 
such legislation, Hier said, 
preserve the long-standing sanc- 
tity marriage.” 

Though addressed his ar- 
guments the justices, Hier had 
some advice for prostitutes, too.

There’s way soften the 
blow, here is: Fellini’s Cas- 
anova (at the Beacon Hill), two 
years and $12 million the 
making, truly awful, and it’s 
awful level artistic ser- 
iousness rarely attempted big- 
budget movies. You can joke 
about big silly movie like Cleo- 
patra King Kong, but Fel- 
duces mood unhappy 
lemnity. Made men su- 
preme talent (in addition the 
director, composer Nino Rota, 
cinematographer Giuseppe 
Rotunno, set designer Danilo 
Donati, actor Donald Suther- 
land) who have been given the 
money and the freedom pur- 
sue their ambitions the ut- 
most, Casanova monumen- 
tally perverse and self-defeating 
movie which seems have been 
designed give the audience 
little pleasure humanly pos- 
sible. 

What God’s name pos- 
sessed Fellini make huge, 
expensive film from book 
openly despises, about man 
openly despises, and style 
exhausted two three movies 
ago? The only possible answer 
that Fellini’s famous obsessive- 
ness has destroyed his sense 
humor and proportion. The 
themes decadence and satia- 
tion, spiritual impotence and 
moral exhaustion, which have 
been gathering force his work 
ever since Dolce Vita, have 
now swollen climax sorts 
this lifeless, repulsive vision 
the death eroticism, appe- 
tite disease. Fellini’s earlier 
interest the desires off-beat 
freakish people, which seemed 
the most generous aspect his 
already generous humanity, has 
darkened stages into its 
nightmare opposite, view de- 
sire, all desire, inherently 
freakish and disgusting. The vi- 
ciousness sensuality shows 
his characters’ faces, lewd 
painted masks, their physical 
deformities (dwarf-like stature, 
humps, pock-marked skin, im- 
mense breasts, tongues like vi- 
pers), and their desperate pov- 
erty spirit. His people are al- 
ready hell; diners end- 
less banquet, they are stuffed be- 
fore they begin yet condemned 
eat. 

It’s odd that Casanova should 
the victim Fellini’s ob- 
sessions. Although his name has 
passed into the language, 
shadowy, insubstantial figure. 
When you mention him, most 
people looked puzzled, unsure 
whether actually existed 
only creature sexual folklore 
like Don Juan. suppose you 
would have call Jacques Cas- 
anova (1725-98) dilettante, but 
was undoubtedly one the 
most famous and accomplished 
dilettantes the 18th century, 
minor but means inconse- 
quential figure the Voltaire- 
Rousseau-Da Ponte mold ad- 
venturer-intellectuals. Soldier, 
priest (temporarily), violinist, 
diplomat, spy (for the Inquisi- 
tion Venice), convict (he es- 
caped), financier (he introduced 
the lottery method state 
finance France), also wrote 
verse, opera librettos, phil- 
osophical essays, five-volume 
novel, translation The Iliad 
into Italian, and, course, the 
Memoirs. Composed old age 
cheer himself and muse 
his friends, his masterpiece re- 
cords his travels, adventures and 
1300 (Casanova may have been 
prone exaggeration) love af- 
fairs. 

There are many legitimate 
ways dramatize this charac- 
ter. You could remain faithful 
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Casanova’s boastful (but not 
boorish) idealization himself 
the Memoirs sexual rev- 
olutionary, man who manip- 
ulated the social rules 18th- 
century Europe with supreme 
skill and with only two ends 
mind: the pleasure might take 
and the pleasure might give. 
This last aspect Casanova, his 
sexual gallantry, has been much 
emphasized his defenders. 
Havelock Ellis, for instance, 
wrote that Casanova’s attrac- 
tiveness women depended 
his developing imaginative 
attentiveness the psychical 
and bodily states the female, 
place exclusive attentive- 
ness his own gratification.” 
other words, the lover crea- 
tive artist. 

Better still, you could portray 
Casanova Mozart, Byron and 
Shaw portrayed Don Juan: 
man superior will and cour- 
age, hero selfishness, who 
would risk death and even dam- 
nation for little pleasure 
good joke. our own time the 
existentialists have. confirmed 
this view Don Juan moral 
hero, finding his “lucidity” 
increased responsiveness the 
possibilities and limitations 
life. 

Or, both these views are too 
heroic for age that suspects 
heroism form pathology, 
you could treat Casanova par- 
odistically man betrayed 
his own unending appetite, his 
life comedy stairways, win- 
dows, collapsing beds, go-be- 
tweens and humiliation. War- 
ren Robert Towne and 
Hal Ashby did somethimg like 
this Shampoo. The first view 
lyrical-pornographic, the sec- 
ond romantic and tragic, the 
third farcical, and doubt var- 
ious mixtures would work 
well. 

But consider Fellini’s Cas- 
anova played Donald Suth- 
erland. His hairline shaved, 
nose and chin reshaped, eye- 
brows plucked and teeth filed 
down, Sutherland has been re- 
styled haughty mandarin 
poseur, epicene and unattrac-

tive, Noel Coward without wit, 
sympathy true delicacy. Fel- 
lini has turned Sutherland’s 
quiet courtliness into sour insin- 
cerity. This Casanova not only 
fraud and pretentious bore, 
he’s also utterly unappealing 
seducer. Sweeping about 
grandly huge black cloak 
(it’s hard tell whether Suth- 
erland wants make Casanova 
look absurd he’s just awk- 
ward Orson Welles drag), 
Sutherland moves for the kill 
reciting doggerel love lyrics 
his women, his light, unin- 


flected voice devoid ro- 
mantic fervor you expect them 
laugh his face. 

Yet Casanova wasn’t con 
man with exceptional charm, 
what the world was he? Fel- 
the vanity the cocksman, but 
Casanova’s actual effect 
denigrate its anti-hero’s innum- 
erable women, who now suc- 
cumb his lack charm mere- 
out frantic delusion. The 
sexual encounters are intention- 
ally anti-erotic 
fying. one ever removes any 
clothes (Casanova performs 
his breeches and with odd sat- 
girdle truss wrapped around 
his chest), and the climaxes, all 
sweating strain and harsh, stran- 
gulated groaning, sound like 
death rattles. Photographed 
from below, Sutherland humps 
and down, more terrified 
rider than triumphant stallion; 
photographed from above, the 
women either-stare with 
dead eyes stick their tongues 
out classic Fellini feignings 
lewd ecstasy. The combination 
feverishness and ugliness al- 
most unbearably depressing. 

usual, Fellini dispenses 
with central narrative and char- 
acter development. Since

Like most dance musi- 
cals, The Bandwagon depends 
its ability convince that 
its world magical sphere 
which lovers burst into song and 
leap into dance because they’ve 
found each other last and can 
now believe eternal bliss right 
here earth. The only possible 
tragedies are that love might fail

Poor Henry Adams had 
grow month and James 
Bellamy already gray the 
temples. Forsytes beget For- 
sytes and Adamses beget 
Admases a_dizzying rate 
that now difficult tell 
them apart. And the most im- 
portant. distinctions which ex- 
ist, for example, between Gals- 
worthy and Trollope are blurred 
the screen, since each 
author’s idiosyncratic voice 


necessarily replaced more 
impersonal camera. result 
their resemblance others 
their ilk, the Pallisers, through 
fault their own, verge dan- 
gerously self-parody. Trollope 
can very funny, but never 
would have wanted laugh 
his characters without laugh- 
ing ourselves well. 

the family fictions serial- 
ized far, the Palliser novels 
seem suffer the most from 
adaptation. his own admis- 
sion, Trollope was not expert 
plot construction, which 
crucial serial. was better 
apparently devoted most his 
energies. His novels are often 
very long not because the stories 
are complicated. but because 
they give marvelously prismatic 
views every character. Even 
the best television perfor- 


mances and the Palliser cast 
is, and large, very good 
cannot finely shaded 
Trollope’s literary portraiture. 
Then there the problem 
supporting roles, which admit- 
tedly must difficult derive 
from Trollope’s work. the Pal- 
liser novels, whose subject the 
Parliamentary process which 
late Victorian England was gov- 
erned, minor characters are 
used, Trollope’s own words, 
for major ones. 
When they outlast their useful- 
ness props they simply recede 
from the foreground the 
novels. the television series 
they not merely recede 
they disappear. This poses less 


problem for readers than for 


viewers, who will have de- 
pend groups familiar faces 
jog their memories and sus- 
tain the illusion reality 
through episodes. 

minor characters come and 
go, our attention fixes Planty 
and Glencora, who become more 
deserving all those close-ups 
they grow older, wiser and 
more interesting. Still, Planty 
dull. knows it, his wife knows 
it, and know it. Trollope, 
course, knew too, but made 
his hero’s dullness virtue 
excusing and explaining 
amusing authorial asides. John 
Gielgud’s introductions tele- 
vision are beautifully delivered, 
but they are far cry from the 
lively, continuous voice the 
Trollopian narrator. 

the Pallisers’ not the 
most exciting party town. 
fact, after it’s over, may wish 
that had stayed home with 
the books. the other hand, 
does feature warm, sunlit gar- 
dens, gorgeous dining rooms, and 
fascinating conversation about 
the Victorian political scene. 
The fictional Pallisers and their 
circle may longer rule the 
British Empire, but they have 
inherited tidy kingdom pub- 
lic television.

Some 
Boston’s big spenders almost 
have trip over something be- 
fore they decide purchase it, 
and few photographs hang 
Beacon Hill townhouses; fewer 
still are found upper- 
middle-class suburbs. Despite 
the importance and enthusiasm 
Panopticon’s activities, they 
attracted little local wealth. (It 
should pointed out that two 
photography galleries, Vision 
and Carl Siembab’s, some- 
how manage make ends meet 
Newbury Street.) 

Moreover, the formal gallery 
ambiance attracts one sort 
person while, Decaneas notes, 
may intimidate and even repel 
many others. Some socially rele- 
vant photographs appear ri- 
diculously out place 
classy gallery’s wall. Panopti- 
con’s atmosphere relaxed, but 
the neighborhood itself imposes 
formalities. 

During Panopticon’s 14- 
month run, its mailing list near- 
doubled 1500 (adding 
mailing expenses), and the new 
space created considerable ex- 
citement the photographic 
community. But most these 
students, photographers, teach- 


-ers and others have little money 


spend. Collectors are few and 
far between, and what little cash 
flow the selling prints gener- 
ates largely among friends. 
Panopticon sold average 
only three five prints per show 
and relied heavily its lab 
earnings. (Most other photo gal- 
leries Boston likewise count 
their labs, book sales, consul- 
tancies, etc. make ends meet.) 

The sad fact that despite the 
enthusiasm that permeates the 
medium and fills the galleries 
with bustle, very few photog- 
raphy fans give the slightest fin- 
ancial support the establish- 
ments that allow them enter 
and view prints freely. gal- 
leries get meager repayment for 
kindling local interest,” Decan- 
eas observes. especially cri- 
tical local museums which cir- 
cumvent the photo galleries and 
buy directly from photograph- 
ers and/or New York well 
the photographers themselves 
who bypass the galleries: 
photographer realize 
that the long run he’s screw- 
ing himself.” The museum may 
save nickel not purchasing 
from gallery, and the photo- 
grapher may profit slightly, but 
the expense the public ex- 
posure gallery provides. And 
galleries are more market- 
place than museums.

Probably one will ever write 
vividly excruciatingly 
about the schism within Sylvia 


Plath she did. And without 


startling transfusions the sub- 
verse, this por- 
would seem little more 
than pallid, biographical 
paint-by-numbers. But the dra- 
matic intensity Plath’s poetry 
bleeds life into the outline taken 
from Lois Ames’s notes Plath 
and the poet’s own candid remi- 
niscences and sprightlier Letters 
Home. Ultimately even Plath, 
who opted for suicide 30, was 
unable connect the scattered 
dots her life. And this theater 
piece, which three women por- 
tray facets the subject, leaves 
Plath’s personality mind- 
shattering contest rather than 
blend. 

Sylvia Plath was created sev- 
eral years ago the Royal 
Shakespeare Company, under 
the direction Barry Kyle, 
companion piece Three 
Women, Plath’s dramatic poem 
set maternity ward. The 
purpose the piece manifest 
from the start: obliterate the 
morbid death myth that has co- 
agulated around the memory 
Plath, most extraordi- 
nary work was published post- 
humously and seems almost 
have been written from beyond 


the grave. The notion that 
Plath’s suicide somehow vali- 
dates her poetry, proves her 
serious artist and not some dab- 
bler deadly imagery, 
critic Alvarez argues The 
Savage God, myth Syl- 
via passive victim total 
perversion the woman she 
was. misses altogether her 
liveliness, and harsh wit, her ve- 
hemence feeling, her control. 
Above all, misses the courage 
with which she was able turn 
disaster into The passion- 
ate Daedalus rendition Syl- 
via Plath certainly eschews the 
bogus image the lady poet 
wading glassy-eyed into the surf 
clutching her death wish and 
single scarlet rose. Instead, 
turns her into enthusiastic, 
caustic, introspective, but rhap- 
sodically demented character 
which isn’t quite right, either. 
What missing from the pro- 
duction, word, control. 
Robert Lowell, introducing the 
Ariel poems, writes that 
most heroic Sylvia Plath not 
her force but the desperate prac- 
ticality her control, her hand 
metal with its modest, 
womanish touch.” Feminists 
may resent this description 
Plath’s hand, which makes 
sound like tool for lettering 
place cards arranging flowers, 
but Lowell’s point well taken.

Segal uses English new 
way. She expresses the vaunted 
sensitivity the poetic tem- 
perament the words she puts 
into Lucinella’s mouth, but 
these are never cloying, strained 
even polysyllabic (nor does 
she quote any Lucinella’s 
poems). The cast characters 
disheveled and varied 
subway stop full slight ac- 
quaintances, but their quips and 
pretensions are cleverly or- 
dered that they sort into recog- 
nizable groups without single 
description their physical ap- 
pearance.

For local record buyers, and jazz col- 
lectors particular, used record stores 
became central part musical life with 
the opening BoJo Records (52 Boylston 
St., Cambridge) and Deja Records 
(1105 Mass. Ave., Cambridge, and 151 
Mass. Ave, Boston) the autumn 
1975, and gained welcome momentum 
with the appearance Zounds (845 
ston St:, Boston) this past fall. There are 
others well: Boston has Beacon Hill 
Music; Allston has Mister Music; Cen- 
tral Square there’s Cheapo; and, for class- 
ical buffs, Harvard Square offers Papa- 
geno’s. 


These certainly weren’t the first used 
record stores the Boston area. Danny 
Riccio, co-owner Zoundz and collec- 
tor from way back, remembers Cuz 
Faulkner’s used shop (stocked 
Faulkner’s personal house-to-house quest 
through Roxbury) Tremont Street 


Riccio can recall others, 
though some cases the names have 
faded: book and record outlet near the 
legendary Stables nightclub; the Beek- 
hoff family’s shop the corner Hun- 
tington and West Newton; storefront 
across the street from the Conservatory, 
and Bill Day’s place Gainsboro Street 
the site currently occupied 
Michael’s (besides used records, Day was 
the first the city openly display hard- 
core porn); Music Alley Lexington and 
Durbeck’s Beacon Hill Music Shop 
(Wayne Baldwin the current propriet- 
or). 

the finest American tradition, the 
current boom originated street-ped- 
dling, the key pioneers being Walter Gal- 
kowski, co-owner the Cambridge Deja 
Vu, and Joe Passoretti BoJo’s. Walter, 
known other street merchants Cart 
Man honor his stall wheels, had 
started selling books the plaza 
Harvard’s Holyoke Center. took him 
while get into records, but once did 
became obvious that here was real 
profit item. work, listening 
the way Walter now summarizes 
his marketing conclusion. BoJo’s Joe, who 
started working Holyoke Center 1973, 
remembers those days fondly: rec- 
ords, course, were lot cheaper then. 
remember going out with 400 albums one 
day and sellling them all off for $400. 
thought had found gold mine.” 

Holyoke Center merchants, who con- 
sidered the street peddlers eyesore, 
prevailed upon Harvard and Cambridge 
police oust the budding capitalists from 
Harvard Square.

chasing from numerous sources. get 


Zoundz started, both Danny and 


Mark Zimmelman contributed from 
their own large collections, but they also 
purchased private collections and 
ordered bulk from several outlets Los 
Angeles. the day Danny and spoke, 
Zoundz had received several boxes out- 
of-print and overstocked in-print records 
from LA. “The used record scene out 
there really according 
Danny. are six outlets, and they 
all have access warehouse overstocks 
well the used market. They pay more 
for records and sell them for less, 
often buy quantities good items from 
them.” The practice buying from other 


stores time-honored, and the right 


circumstances can quite profitable. 
“Ed Durbeck would Filene’s base- 
ment,” Danny recalls, buy every 
copy the Kwamina original cast album 
for apiece. Later that same day they 
would appear his store for $15, 
which would get; today that album 
lists for $135-$150 New York.”

ords tapes; some kids will rob their par- 
ents’ jazz collections order trade for 
rock records.

There are also the 
music industry types who bring promo- 
tional copies new releases which pro- 
vide important part each store’s 
business. “For every customers who 
come looking for the new Earth, Wind 
and Fire album, one might find it,” says 
Danny, “but for the sake getting people 
into the store it’s important that that one- 
in-10 chance exists.” While Walter in- 
sists that the record companies don’t

Prospective sellers have the choice 
taking cash for their records credit to- 
wards the purchase other albums the 
stores. course, the discs are always 
worth more trade than straight 
cash basis. All three stores are highly 
competitive their purchase and trade 
policies, and since much depends both 
the condition and market for the spe- 
cific records being traded, becomes dif- 
ficult compare policies. Danny, who 
says can “really empathize with those 
who have sell their records and 
hurts when offered cents 
apiece!” publicly claims pay the top 
prices and gets little argument from 
Zoundz’s more established competitors. 
Walter says his purchase rates average be- 
tween cents and per record, with 
trades bringing bit more; Joe has two- 
for-one trade policy most in-print rec- 
ords. 

With the amount trading activity 
that goes (Danny instances 
where eight people have simul- 
taneously been selling records), ob- 
server can easily envision time the 
near future when the volume used rec- 
ords coming overwhelms both the 
stores and their profits. Zoundz spent 
much percent its gross records 
when first opened, and recalls that 
while was involved BoJo’s more rec- 
ords went than out.

The “Warner Brothers Sound” man

Lying the suburban reaches Los 
Angeles, the Warner Brothers building 
fits snugly into the upper-middle class 
community Burbank, California. Nei- 
ther tacky nor osteritatious, the modern 
three-story redwood and glass structure 
complements the neat lawns and well- 
kept homes across the street. Inside, the 


reception area’s leather couches and. 


chrome and glass coffee tables are ex- 
act symmetry. The brown tile floors echo 
the muted yellows and reds the walls 
and beams. Tasteful and understated 
the extreme, contemporary yet oddly re- 
fined, the building demands the eye’s 
attention without jolting the senses. 
the perfect symbol for Warner Brothers 
and for what has come known the 
Warner Brothers “sound.” 

The idea Warner Brothers sound 
somewhat misleading. It’s impossible 
expect record company with more than 
artists, ranging from Black Oak Arkan- 
sas the Staple Singers, and with pro- 
duction staff that includes Steve Barri 
and Michael Omartian Theme

That sound revolves primarily around 
Lenny Waronker. the producer (often 
collaboration with Russ Titelman and 
others) James Taylor, Randy New- 
man, Cooder, Van Dyke Parks, Maria 
Muldaur, Gordon Lightfoot and Arlo 
Guthrie, Waronker has created the defin- 
itive sound for contemporary pop-folk. 
Though many the performers pro- 
duces have little common either 
thematically musically, their records 
share common sensibility: abiding 
interest American pop history, 
allowance for eccentricity, keen ear for 
detail and understated but consistent 
attack. the genius Waronker’s style 
that allows for such diverse personal- 
ities while continuing bear his own 
mark.

Be- 
cause Warner Brothers supported such 
favorites fact, they launched whole 
advertising campaign pointing out the al- 
bums’ miserable sales figures the label 
acquired the enviable reputation 
artists’ company.

Gordon Lightfoot and (to most every- 
body’s surprise) Maria Muldaur attests, 
Waronker perfectly capable making 
best-selling albums. some ways, his 
production Gordon Lightfoot’s albums 
may his most permanent and impres- 
sive achievement. They are commercial 
folk music’s quintessential statements. 
Lightfoot may well only middle-rank 
songwriter, but and Waronker have 
constructed sound that once 
sophisticated and immediately acces- 
sible. Take spare instrumentation worked 
out with the utmost care, lush but nev- 
ornate patina strings wedded 
Lightfoot’s deep and weary voice, catchy 
melodies and strong hooks, and you have 
winning formula.
